ART EXHIBIT

the Hamptons Subway building on Ponquogue 
Avenue in Hampton Bays unless you are an 
employee. Now that’s changed. Next Saturday, 
the corridor leading to the conference room on 
the second floor will be open to the public as 
an art gallery. This first exhibit will be a group 
of framed photographs, taken over the years, of 
all the different accidents that have occurred 
on the Hamptons Subway. You’ll see the famous 
head-on collision next to the Quogue Platform 
of July 22, 2008, the over-fast Subway train 
roll over at Trout Pond in Noyac in August 3, 
2011, and the famous breakdown stalled train 
sideswipe of July 3, 2014 and many more. The 
Corridor Gallery, as we call it, will be open to 
anyone who wants to stop by through the end 
of March, Monday to Friday 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 


SANTUARY SUBWAY STOREROOM ATTACK CALLED OFF 
Commissioner Aspinall’s recovery happened 
just in time. Two weeks ago, as you all know, a 
“sanctuary city” was found operating ina subway 
system warehouse entered from the side of the 
tunnel between Southampton and Shinnecock, 
complete with beds, dining facilities and 
classrooms for undocumented aliens. Last week 


Mr. Aspinall ordered it cleaned out and shut 
down. As Mr. Aspinall was getting signed out 
of the hospital, the Hamptons Subway security 
force, equipped with teargas, flamethrowers 
and grenades was just five minutes from the 
full-scale assault he’d ordered— and then he 
called it off.

SUBWAY EAVESDROPPING MICROPHONES REMOVED

SPEEDED UP SERVICE 

The government regulation that made it illegal 
to run a Hamptons Subway faster than 41 miles 
an hour between stations for safety reasons was 
rescinded by Presidential Order last Thursday. 
Beginning on Monday, subway trains will be 
speeded up by 9 miles an hour, resulting in 
straphangers getting where they are going at 
the breakneck speed of 50 miles an hour. This 
will be better for business and just better for 
everybody. And though now it will result in 
the trains getting up on two wheels as they 
go around the hairpin turn at Trout Pond, the 
distance the cars are up off the tracks is only 
50 yards and the subway wheels never rises 
up more than 11 inches. We’ve run tests and it 
seems safe. ga

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Deer Smarts

ave you noticed that deer on the East 

End are paying closer attention to the 
traffic these days? I have. I was driving through 
the woods along a straight stretch of Stephen 
Hands Path in East Hampton late the other night 
when my headlights shone on a deer about a 
quarter-mile ahead by the shoulder of the road, 
eating some grass. I was the only car in the area 
at that hour and | did what I always do, which is 
slow down and look to see which way the deer 
would bolt. He’d look up, stare, then bolt. I also 
looked around for another deer. Like humans, 
they usually go around in pairs, or in threes 
or fours. Years ago, I went head-on into a deer 
that bolted the wrong way. Another year, a deer 
leaped out from the woods right into the side of 
my car. You don’t forget these things. 

But that was then and this is now. And this 
deer didn’t bolt. He just looked at my car, 
nodded at me—had he really NODDED?—and 
then went back to his nibbling on the grass. | 
went by. Come to think of it, | haven’t hit a deer 
in years. 

Is it possible? Could it really be that the deer 
on the East End have learned about cars? 


Local Deer Are Learning How to Get Along in Traffic 


If you’re new to the East End, you couldn’t 
say yes or no. But I’ve been out here for 
60 years and I can say that because the average 
lifespan of a deer is maybe 5 years, this is at 
least 11 generations of deer from when | got 
here. Genetically, it is entirely possible a herd 
of deer could change in that time, lose their fear 
of cars, and keep their distance from them when 
they see one coming. 

I'd bet statistics on this would bear me out. 
They ought to do an investigation. Compare the 
number of encounters between cars and deer 
as a percentage of the total number of deer and 
cars. These days it will be lower. And it’s not 
because cars or the people in them are smarter 
than they used to be. 

Keep in mind that with genetics, among other 
things, it’s the survival of the fittest. Genetics 
could have played a part because the really 
stupid deer who startle at cars and race off into 
the driver’s side are just plain dead. The smart 
survive. It makes perfect sense. 

The deer today also look smaller than they 
used to. This could happen, too. There have 
been hard winters for the deer population. 
Some winters they nibble clean the leaves on 
all the branches of the (Continued on next page) 
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trees in the woods by late fall. Even the pine 
trees. You see the greenery starting about eight 
feet up. That’s as high as a deer can reach. 
Below that is just branches. 

And that line gets lower and lower as the 
years pass. 

I might note that in the years before the 
people of Japan embraced western ways, they 
were on average nearly half a foot shorter than 
the average westerner. This is four human 
generations ago. I certainly remember it. Now 
they are about the same height as westerners, 
just 2 or 3 inches shorter on average. Could it 
be diet—fish and rice in the old days—and not 
genetics? I don’t know. And I digress. 

Here’s another digression. Ten years ago, 
my wife and I spent 12 days in the jungles of 
Africa—Zambia, Botswana and South Africa. A 
driver took us out in an open car, a Land Rover, 
to see the animals in the wild every day. It’s 
true that our driver and guide had an elephant 
gun mounted on the dashboard up front, but it 
was never used. We could be amongst lions and 
leopards, elephants and rhinoceros, some of 
them so close you could almost reach out and 
touch them. But they didn’t bother us. 

“They think of the car, and the people in it, as 
predators,” the guide told us. “Predators don’t 
bother other predators, unless they go after the 
same prey or they interfere with the raising of 
their young. They aren’t going to bother you. 
Just don’t challenge them.” 

We didn’t. And they didn’t. 

| asked if it were always this way, and was told 


no. In the early encounters with humans and 
predators, there was lots of trouble. 

“The predators learned because we shot 
them if they attacked us. So now their 
progeny, when they see us, think of us as pretty 
good predators, for some, reason they do not 
quite get.” 

Does anybody remember this next incident? 
It happened in Sag Harbor on Garden Street. 
This was way back when. These two big deer 
attacked a garbage truck. Knocked it over, tore 
it apart, ate the transmission, the engine, the 
tires, the driver, the trash bags, everything. 
Then the police came and shot them. You could 
see the other deer in that herd in the woods, 
looking on, the wheels turning in their heads. 

Here’s another story. And this actually 
happened. An American doctor went to a 
medical conference in Moscow and befriended 
a Russian doctor there. The American, who 
speaks Russian, said he had a country house in 
the Hamptons. If you ever get to America, look 
me up. 

A year later, up in the Northwest Woods, the 
police got a call one day from someone saying 
there was a crazy looking man who’d dart out 
onto the road and pick up road kill and carry 
it off. The police investigated. Couldn’t find 
anybody. The next day they were out and an 


officer saw a man doing this. The officer jumped © 


out of his car and followed the man on foot 
through the woods to a remote cottage where 
the man, carrying a dead raccoon, went inside. 

An hour later, police headquarters had 


called an American doctor in Manhattan on the 
telephone to tell him what was going on. The 
man they were holding spoke no English, but, 
when approached, gave the police a note with 
the American doctor’s name and phone number 
on it and indicated they should call him. The 
two doctors had been out at this fully stocked 
country house for a few days, but then the 
American doctor got an emergency phone call. | 
He told his friend he had to immediately go to 
a hospital back in New York City, and he’d be 
back out as soon as he could and just eat the 
food, take walks, read some of his books and 
enjoy the place. Any problem with anybody, 
here’s my name and phone number. Just have 
them call me. 

Out in back of the cottage, the Russian had 
been drying out the skins of the road kill on 
a clothesline. He was making fur hats. He 
already had made two. Over the phone, the 
police asked the doctor to talk to the Russian 
they were holding and tell him they’d drop all 
charges and take him home if he’d not continue 
to make hats. 

The Russian agreed.

Real Estate Moguls, Advertising Men and the Dark Side

A picture of Nick Chavin, a friend I haven’t 

een in 25 years, was on the front page 
of The New York Times this past Saturday. 
He’s a sensational new witness in a pre-trial 
examination involving millionaire Robert Durst. 
Durst, as you know, is serving time for other 
things but so far has not been convicted of 
murdering anyone, though he was around three 
people who, while he was around them, either 
vanished or got killed. They were his first wife 
(1982), his next-door neighbor (1994) and his 
friend Susan (2000). 

Chavin, according to The New York Times, 
was a Close friend of Robert Durst, going back 
to when they were in their 20s. Durst was best 
man at Chavin’s wedding. Now he was offering 
sensational testimony about what he knew from 
all those years ago. 

It did occur to me, reading The New York 
Times on Saturday, that at one point all these 
years ago, off-handedly, he had suggested | 
interview Robert Durst for the paper. Durst 
didn’t have a house in the Hamptons, however, 


so I didn’t. But I did interview Seymour Durst, 
Robert Durst’s father, at Nick’s suggestion. And 
I also interviewed Nick, who did have a house 
in the Hamptons. 

Nick Chavin, at the time I knew him, was the 
co-owner of the largest real estate advertising 
agency in New York City, Chavin Lambert. At 
the time, this was in 1990, I was actively selling 
advertising for Dan’s Papers, often roaming 
around Madison Avenue looking for a sale. 
It was natural | came to meet Nick Chavin. I 
found him a funny and fascinating person. That 
year, he had a home in Montauk and another 
on Central Park South. I still recall that when 
I asked him how he had met his wife Terry, 
he told me he had a summer share in a house 
in Westhampton Beach that year, and one 
Saturday night, he came home late to the house 
but couldn’t find the key to the front door. So 
he’d gone around back and climbed through a 
kitchen window to land in the sink where, as it 
turned out, a pretty girl was doing the dishes at 
that hour. He married her. 

For advertising, and for interviews I was 
writing for Dan’s Papers and a future book (it 
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came out in 1995, Who’s Here in the Hamptons, 
published by Pushcart Press), he suggested I 
meet some of the major players in real estate 
in the city. He knew almost all of them. My 
interviewing them would help them, me and 
even him. Who wouldn’t want to be profiled in 
Dan’s and collected in a book? 

I recall we went over who | could contact at 
several lunches at the Harvard Club in New 
York. I wrote the names and contact numbers 
down on a pad. They should either have houses 
in the Hamptons or at least come out to the 
Hamptons sometimes. 

Through Nick I came to interview Barbara 
Corcoran (she was thinking of retiring,) Donald 
Zucker, Clark Halstead and Jerry Cohen (“There 
are two of them, both important,” Nick told me. 
“One is very flamboyant and has no connection 
with the Hamptons. The other has a house 
on Shelter Island. A really personable guy.” | 
interviewed the latter.) 

He thought it important I interview Louise 
Sunshine, and I called her several times 
but nothing came of it. He suggested Mort 
Zuckerman, Stephen (Continued on next page) 
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and didn’t know about the Durst family. This 
was in 1992. Robert Durst’s wife had vanished — 
10 years before. I knew nothing about that. 

I interviewed the patriarch of the family, 
Seymour Durst, at his home, a brownstone 
on the Upper East Side. Seymour was a small, 
elderly man who wore a suit and tie and moved 
slowly and talked softly. And he was fascinating. 

Inside this dark, dusty five-story 
brownstone—he took me through all five floors, 
very slowly—he had assembled, on every 
floor, hundreds of mementos of the recently 
dismantled and formerly sleazy Times Square. 
There were signs advertising peep shows, adult 
bookstores, 24-hour Girls! Girls! Girls!, movie 
theaters, dance halls, fortuneteller booths and 
live shows. Much of it, Seymour told me, came

Ross of Related Companies, Donald Trump and 
Harry Helmsley. 

“The Durst Organization is very important 
in New York City,” he told me. “It’s a family 
business and they own a ton of buildings. | 
could get you an interview with Robert Durst, 
one of the sons. Or the father, Seymour Durst, 
who is about to retire soon. But none of the 
Dursts comes out to the Hamptons.” 

I did interview Seymour Durst anyway. He was 
the man who had put up all the signs around 
the city that in illuminated lights revealed the 
constantly changing national debt going up 
and up and up. He also bought little ads on the 
bottom of the front page of The New York Times 
that served as alarming notes about that. 

It’s important to note at this point what I knew 
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off the fronts of buildings that he owned. 

“It’s Americana,” he told me. “Times Square is 
changing. These things need to be saved.” 

He also had a collection of more than 
15,000 books all about New York City. Halfway 
through the tour, he introduced me to a middle- 
aged woman sitting at a desk. 

“She’s the librarian, doing the archiving,” he 
told me. “This is probably the largest private 
collection of books about the city of New York. 
Major libraries in the city are courting me to 
leave the collection to them when I pass on. We 
shall see.” 

I spent an hour with Seymour Durst. There 
was something very odd about the whole thing. 
This was his home. But nobody lived there 
but him. There was no kitchen, no bedroom 
that I could see. It was cold and chilling in this 
brownstone. The shades were drawn. Where 
was everybody? | 

Somewhere, afterwards, I learned, there 
had been some kind of tragedy in his family, 
possibly with his wife, I never asked him about 
it that day and he never told me. He also never 
talked to me about his business. 

As he walked me down the stairs to the 
front door, I thanked him and told him of one 
particular book in his collection | liked and he 
said “come back any time.” And I did, twice, to 
read it, read others and see him. 

My friendship with Nick Chavin lasted about 
10 years. In the real estate dip in 1999, Nick told 
me he and his partner were discussing a parting 
of the ways. I continued to see him, several 
times at his home for drinks, but then after that 
Nick dropped out of sight. The phone number I 
had for him was disconnected. 

According to the Times story on Saturday, 
Nick had been interviewed numerous times by 


the authorities about his friendship with Robert 


Durst. He’d said repeatedly that Durst’s friend 
Susan—who the Times said Nick had known 
even before he knew Durst—said Durst killed 
his first wife. At first he said he didn’t believe 
her, then later he wasn’t sure what to say to 
the authorities. Then Susan was dead, too. It 
was time, Nick said, to tell what he’d come 
to believe was the truth. According to Nick’s 
testimony, Durst had, in private, admitted to 
killing Susan. “It was either her or me,” Durst 
had told him. Defense attorneys are claiming 
Nick is now making this up. 

Durst, meanwhile, will not talk to him. I hope 
Nick, wherever he is, is okay. §&

About Our Congressman’s Cancelled Appearance Here

got a piece of mail the other day, and in it 

there was this description of the political 
opponents of the person that sent it. 

“Protesters, who have pledged allegiance 
to the ‘indivisible guide’ being funded and 
fueled by the far left nationally, were trying 
to rename and rebrand the event as a ‘town 
hall.’ Unfortunately, this meeting was co-opted, 
renamed and rebranded by a group of liberal 
obstructionists who were already holding 
strategy meetings to turn it into a disruptive 
show for their own political theater.” 

Who do you think wrote this? Perhaps 
Putin, explaining a crackdown on some of 
his legislators? 

Maybe Mugabe, the longtime dictator of 
Zimbabwe explaining how his opponents were 
infiltrating his government? 

No, itcameinanemailfromthecommunications 
director for our local congressman, as she tried 
to explain why Congressman Lee Zeldin (R, NY), 
was Cancelling a meeting with the general public 
at the Rogers Memorial Library in Southampton 
on April 13. A week earlier, an event in East 
Patchogue honoring Lee Zeldin was picketed by 
these protesters. Ahead of time, the leader of 
the protest says she called the police to be on 
hand to protect the protesters’ rights. Nobody 
was hurt, no damage was done to any property. 


Nobody was arrested. Citizens have a right to 
protest in America. 

Nevertheless, because of this protest against 
our congressman Lee Zeldin in East Patchogue, 
Mr. Zeldin is cancelling this meeting with his 
constituents 35 miles away in Southampton 
for fear that the same people, or perhaps 
other people, or perhaps even more than other 
people would show up to protest. 

Jennifer DiSiena, this communications 
director, also took Dan’s Papers to task for 
not calling her for a comment first after we 
wrote and published a story expressing disgust 
of Mr. Zeldin for cancelling the Southampton 
appearance. If we had talked to her we’d have 
learned of the awfulness that Mr. Zeldin had 
endured, and would not permit himself to 
endure again. 

DiSiena also gave me the names and phone 
numbers of three individuals who attended 
this event in East Patchogue. They would tell 
me more about what happened. I spoke to 
all three. They confirmed there had been no 
injuries, arrests or property damage at the 
event, but one of them said he and his wife had 
to endure the unsettling act of driving down 
the road between the protesters lining the 
sides of the street. His car had been punched 
by someone, he thought, without harming it. 
The third individual said a protester with a 
flashlight had for a few seconds shined it in his 


eyes while he was driving and inching along. 

Mostly, they said, that unlike Zeldin or 
DiSiena, they didn’t mind the protest since it is 
legal to have one in America, but it was a shame 
they had to have this one because this was 
the Rotary’s biggest fundraiser of the year— 
they are all members of the local Rotary—and 
the fear of protest kept numerous attendees 
home, reducing the amount of money raised. All 
money collected by Rotary is given to charity— 
food pantries etc. Lee Zeldin was their “Man of 
the Year.”

The Indivisible Guide, by the way, is real. 
It was written as a national protest advisory 
for members of the Tea Party who wanted to 
know about how to “act up” while protesting 
against liberal politicians in America. No liberal 
politician that | know of refused to show up 
when those tactics were used against him or 
her. It’s part of the give and take of America. 

Or is it just okay for the right to do this, but 
run for the hills if the left (Continued on next page) 
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tries it? It is quite apparent now that President 
Trump wants no part of the tripartite system of 
our constitutional government. These checks 
and balances—the Legislative, the Judicial 
and the Executive—are the foundations of our 
democracy. The Congress legislates, the courts 
decide if it is legal and the president runs the 
government and wields a veto. 

This president now is running the country 
by issuing edicts. He has usurped what the 
Congress is supposed to do, and he chastises 
and insults court judges. 

Lee Zeldin, after enduring the reaction to the 
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cancellation of his appearance in Southampton 
a month later, polled his constituents. The poll, 
which is still up, has five questions. Four were 
innocuous. The third was, “Do you believe a 
Congress should be a check and balance on 
President Trump or help President Trump pass 
his agenda?” 

Mr. Zeldin, Congress has done no legislating 
whatsoever since President Trump came to 
power that I see. It’s laid down like a rug to 
be trampled upon by this president. In Russia, 
there’s a legislature that does that. Here, there 
is not supposed to be. Do your job. This is not 


even a question you should have to ask. 

Here’s a good place to start. Sponsor a bill to 
provide amnesty to any illegal immigrant who 
can prove he has been in America for more than 
two years without being convicted of a felony. 
It would be a one-time amnesty, available only 
to those people without papers who are already 
here. People availing themselves of this would 
be issued a two-year work permit so they could 
pay taxes on the money they make. Then, if 
they complete the two years without a felony, 
they would be entitled to a green card. The law 
would not apply to anyone who came in illegally 
after the date the law went into effect. It would 
be a one-time thing only. 

There is considerable precedent for this kind 
of law. For instance, there is already a law 


: where a convicted felon can, five years further 


on, apply to have the arrest, conviction and 
time served expunged—but only if he or she 
has had a clean record since the legal action 
happened. It’s as if it never happened. All traces 
in the books of what they did are gone. They get 
on with their lives. 

I am sure there are many Republicans 
who will be happy to tighten immigration 
laws into America, deport bad guys back to . 
where they came from, but not put up with this 
heartless, disgusting, un-American presidential 
order to send law abiding families of long 
standing back out of the country along with 
the rest.

Why do you describe your work as 
“expressive realism?” 

My work falls into the category of realism 
because | paint what I see and my inspiration 
is drawn from direct observation of nature and 
the natural world. I consider form, tone and 
color when | work, knowing that each plays a 
role in the effectiveness of my being able to 
translate a three-dimensional object onto a two- 
dimensional canvas. | say it is “expressive,” 
because I stop shy of rendering the subject to 
such a degree that it looks photographic. I do 
this primarily because I want the viewer to have 
a way into my work. 


Why is it important for an artist to evolve? 

I think that the natural predator of creativity 
is stagnation. For years, | had a nice little 
niche going for myself doing commissioned 


portraits of children. It 
was necessary, therefore, 
to work from photographs. 
I had a winning formula 
for sure, but there was 
also a restlessness within 
that I couldn’t ignore. 
Emmet Fox refers to it 
as “divine disturbance,” 
the moment when the 
caterpillar longs to be a 
butterfly. So, once I had 
more time in the studio, I 
made the decision to work 
primarily from life. It was 
painful at first, because I 
was out of my comfort zone and the ego hates 
that; but the rewards, specifically the growth in 
my work, have been immense. 


Who are some local artists whose work 
you admire? 

The local artist inspiring me the most these 
days is my daughter, Edwina Lucas, who is 
currently working on a series of woodland 
paintings for a show this September at ILLEArts 
in Amagansett. In retrospect, I’m forever 
grateful to the late Jack Riggio of Southampton 
for his expertise and manner. He was the first 
artist to critique my work way back in the 
90s and was so gentle, nurturing and generous 
with his time and attention to my work. I admire 
so many working artists on the East End right 
now, many of whom I’ve known for years, 


like Dinah Maxwell Smith, 
Dan Rizzie, Terry Elkins 
and John Alexander. 
There’s an influx of painters 
that come every summer to 
show at Grenning Gallery, 
including Melissa Franklin 
Sanchez, Ramiro Sanchez 
and Ben Fenske. 


What piece of advice 
have you received from 
another artist that you’ve 
always remembered? 

When I was just starting 
to paint en plein air it was 
easier to find excuses to stay in the studio, 
instead of the courage to face the great big 
world. Artist Roos Schuring told me: “Just take 
your easel out for a walk.” She made it sound so 
easy. | think of her words all the time. 


Do you have advice for aspiring painters? 
Paint every day, and if you can’t get 
the paints out, grab a pencil and draw. 


Where can our readers find your work? 

I will have a_ exhibition at Grenning 
Gallery in Sag Harbor opening Saturday, 
April 8 and showing for about a month. 
I also have the honor and distinct pleasure 
of making the cover art for the Sag Harbor 
American Music Festival and have done so

Bonac Tonic, Still Thinking Outside the Box

| Panes East Enders might fondly recall the 
original Bonac Tonic drink made by Schwenk’s 
Dairy, with its pure cane sugar. But there’s a newer 
Bonac Tonic haunting the East End—and they make 
art! The Bonac Tonic Art Collective, founded in 
2005 by twins Carly and Grant Haffner, is an organized 
group of painters, sculptors, photographers, and 
other artists, East Enders all, who held their first 
show at Ashawagh Hall in 2005 and are still stirring 
up the local art scene more than a decade later. 

The Haffners grew up in Springs, where as kids 
they attended Ashawagh Hall art shows and Springs 
Fisherman’s Fairs. “It seemed natural to try to be 
a part of it,” they say when we talk about their 
upcoming show. But when the Haffners first set 
out to get their art exhibited, it appeared the 
art world didn’t take them seriously. “Galleries 
seemed unapproachable and intimidating,” they say. 
This forced them to find alternative outlets to show 
their work, and so the Bonac Tonic Art Collective 
was founded. 

“Art is hard,” they say, speaking from experience. 
“Having time to make it, affording supplies to create 
it, then finding a way to exhibit it: all of this is very 
difficult and can be overwhelming for any artist. 
Having the support of a small group of like-minded 
people can really help keep you motivated.” It takes 
a village, or a collective. The Haffners point out 
that “there needs to be more opportunities within

the gallery system for new artists to exhibit, that 
doesn’t cost them an arm and a leg, and doesn’t 
discourage them in the process.” Speaking of which, 
if you’re an aspiring East End artist looking to break 
through, the Haffners say they’re always looking for 
new artists, and encourage those interested to get in 
touch through their Facebook page, Tonic Artspace. 
“If we had waited around to be included in galleries, 
some of us would have never exhibited our work at 
all,” they say. 

This Saturday, March 11, the Collective returns 
home to Ashawagh Hall for its 12-year birthday bash. 
“Our goal is to create an environment for viewing 
art that is lighthearted and approachable, including

as many people as possible in the process,” the 
Haffners say. This is the first time the Collective 
has raised funds through crowd funding to help 
cover the costs of the exhibition. “It’s because of 
the amazing support of our friends, family, fans and 
followers that we were able to have this show,” they 
say, adding, “Thank you so much. We couldn’t have 
done it without you!” Good job everybody! 

This year’s show, titled Bonac Tonic: Legacy, 
will feature brand new art work from local artists 
Arrex Skulls, Carly Haffner, Christine Lidrbauch, 
Eddie Cortes, Grant Haffner, Lisa Federici, Maeve 
D’Arcy, Michael Weisman, Oliver Peterson and Scott 
Gibbons. “At this show we’re introducing some brand 
new artists, but the fun and energetic atmosphere 
will be the same,” they say. For example: the Haffners 
say the Collective “started wearing red beanie caps 
to the majority of our shows, as homage to the movie 
The Life Aquatic with Steve Zissou.” It was also a way 
to bring the Collective together. 

The only thing inside the box will be The Pop-up 
Cardboard Gift Shop, which will sell artist’s prints, 
stickers and other artist-made merchandise. Thanks 
to the amazing support, the shop will have their first 
Bonac Tonic Green Box stickers. So get out there and 
support your local artists. g

I was expecting one of those Kids Say the 
Darndest Things interviews, which I thought would 
have been fine. And it turns out he was a prisoner 
of war during World War II and he experienced— 
him and his whole troop—being in a train car held 
prisoner, then he spoke about the blacklist.

there the most important thing to all the people 
on it is their charity. Then. they get lost in the 
challenge of the show and I would watch them 
and think, “Do you really think that if you sell 
the most cupcakes in this challenge that 
you're going to be running Trump Enterprises?” 
But I don’t know much about him. The few times 
I’ve run into him during Celebrity Apprentice or 
afterwards at publicity things, I found him to 
be a perfectly okay guy. When he got to be president 
I thought, “Pll bet he himself is more surprised 
than anybody.” 


Have you ever been out to the East End of Long 
Island before? 

My life is kind of like those guys in the movie where 
the lead character has amnesia. And all of a sudden, 
Pll pick up a matchbook or something and get a 
flashback. There have been entire states that | swore 
I’ve never been to, and then I get to the club and | 
see that I’ve signed the wall. And then I go, “Okay, 
I've been here.” 


Do you have any advice for an aspiring stand-up 
comic? 

I think back on when I was starting and | always 
attribute it to stupidity. Stupidity made me think | 
should go into show business and I'd actually have a 
chance at it. Stupidity kept me going because | didn’t 
think in terms of the odds against anybody making 
it. And you see a disappointed look on people’s faces 
when they ask and I tell them the answer which is, 
keep going to comedy clubs that will put you on, keep 
your fingers crossed and keep doing it. And I see that 
disappointed look. It’s like when people ask you how 
to lose weight. They don’t want to hear “Eat less 
cake and ice cream and exercise.” They want to hear, 
“There’s a new way where you eat all the ice cream 
you want, you sit around and watch TV and lose the 
weight.” What scares me now—because when you get 
older you get more realistic—I couldn’t have started 
doing comedy or anything in show biz now 
because [I’d] look at the odds. That’s something I 
think about.

Complete the Hamilton Craze at the

W ant to take a day trip to a historically 
significant location that also has pop culture 
cred? How does Alexander Hamilton’s 1802 home in 
the Hamilton Heights section of Manhattan sound? 
Lace up your walking shoes, history-buffs—the 
Friends of the John Jermain Library in Sag Harbor 
are sponsoring a trip to the iconic house Wednesday, 
April 5. 

The two-story Federal-style home, known as 
Hamilton Grange, was designed by John McComb, 
Jr.—the same architect who designed the Montauk 
_ Point Lighthouse—and was completed in 1802. Diane 

‘Lewis, of the Friends of the Library, points out that 
the Upper Manhattan estate was the only home ever 
owned by Hamilton, and that he was able to enjoy it 
for just two years before he was killed at age 50 in the 
infamous 1804 duel with Aaron Burr. 

Hamilton was only 17—possibly only 15— 
when he arrived in what would become the United 
States. That’s right, no one tell Donald, but this 


beloved Founding Father, face of the $10 
bill and personal friend and confidant of 
George Washington himself, emigrated 
from the small Caribbean island of Nevis 


in 1772.Hewas only 20, serving as George Washington’s 
aide-de-camp, when the Revolution broke out. At 
only 32 years old, Hamilton served as a delegate from 
New York to the Constitutional Convention advocating 
for a strong national government; he was still shy of 
40 when he became the first Secretary of the Treasury. 


So what might this political wunderkind think of 
our current political culture? Lewis says she thinks 
he would be “an outspoken critic of some of the 
practices going on in Washington today.” She also 
notes that Hamilton was very outspoken and would 
probably be influential, and for those reasons he 
might accrue enemies. She goes on to say that it’s an 
interesting comparison, our federal government at 
the moment and what the Founding Fathers intended 
and hoped it would be. 

Hamilton Grange, named after Hamilton’s 
grandfather’s Ayrshire, Scotland estate, remained 
in Hamilton’s family for 30 years after his death. 
It was designated a National Historic Landmark in 
1960 and is now part of the Nafional Parks Service. The 
house has been relocated twice. First in 1889, after 
it had gone into foreclosure and was condemned 
to be destroyed to make room for Manhattan’s 
expanding street grid, but was saved by the 
congregation of St. Luke’s Episcopal Church of 
Greenwich Village, which used it for services. It 
was relocated again in 2008—a five-hundred-foot, 
six-hour journey one block south and another east. 
The Grange is still within Hamilton’s original 32-acre 
property and has been restored to its original 
splendor and includes an interactive exhibit, but 
you'll probably learn all this on the tour. 

And you certainly don’t have to have seen 
the runaway Broadway hit musical to enjoy this 
Hamilton-themed trip—Lewis hasn’t seen Hamilton, 
though she does have tickets for a September show. 
But it might not be a bad idea to brush up on your

Hamilton history. Lewis recommends the Hamilton 
soundtrack and a couple of books in addition to 
the classic biography, Alexander Hamilton by Ron 
Chernow: Alexander Hamilton: A Life by Willard 
Randall and War of Two by John Sedgwick, which is 
about the abovementioned duel. 

The cost of the trip is $80 and includes admission 
to the Hamilton Grange National Monument and a 
private, guided tour; lunch at Harlem’s famous Sylvia’s 
Restaurant; and round-trip Jitney transportation 
from Sag Harbor. This special tour is limited to 
30 people, so book today by contacting the John 
Jermain Memorial Library at 631-725-0049 or typing 
johnjermain.org into your browser. &&.

How Trump’s Presidency Could Affect Hamptons

rump is only the third president, the other 

two being George Washington and Zachary 
Taylor, to have made his fortune in real estate. So it’s 
safe to assume that Trump will favor the real estate 
sector of the economy, and possibly particularly 
the luxury real estate sector. Let’s take a look at how 
the new president may influence factors that affect 
our local market. 

The first and most important factor affecting the 
Hamptons market is Wall Street. And the mood on 
Wall Street, we hear, is ebullient as President Trump 
signs orders to roll back financial regulations and as 
the Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC) faces 
budget cuts. Wall Street says that slashing regulations 
will enable economic growth. The Dow has been 
rising steadily since the election. (It doesn’t hurt that 
many of Trump’s biggest Wall Street backers all have 
homes in the Hamptons: people like John Paulson, 
Carl Icahn, Wilbur Ross, Anthony Scaramucci, and 
new Treasury Secretary Steve Mnuchin.) 

So that’s one in the plus column. 

Another issue is lending. While many real estate 
deals in the Hamptons are all cash, many aren't, 
particularly in the $1 million to $3 million range. 
Less stringent mortgage underwriting could help 
that market. We hear that while credit is still tight, 
it’s loosening up. The Gross Domestic Product (GDP) 
is expected to rise due to lower taxes and increased 
defense and infrastructure spending. Interest rates 
may rise, though, if GDP growth leads to inflation. 


Two in the plus column. We’re getting bigly here. 

Next up is taxes. Trump wants to change the 
number of tax brackets from the current seven to 
three, and lower the current top rate from 39.6% to 
33%. That should free a lot of cash for new summer 
homes, rich folks! 

Such tax changes might not affect Trump, 
though. Trump says he uses commercial real estate 
depreciation to avoid paying any taxes himself. 
(Not that we know for sure, because he refuses to 
release his tax returns.) However, only real estate 
professionals can write off real estate losses against 
their regular income. Anyway, commercial real estate 
is not a big deal in the Hamptons. 

Three. Yuge! 


What about 
foreigners? Non- 
Russian _ foreigners 


may be feeling a chill 
from Trump, and 
in most luxury real 
estate markets, foreign 
buyers have _ been 
key to growth. But 
not in the Hamptons, 
oddly enough. The 

Chinese investors, for 

example, don’t much 
elike the Hamptons. 
“ They prefer Long 
® Island’s North Shore. 

So that’s neutral. 

Another smaller factor is undocumented 
workers. It’s no secret that the construction 
trade relies heavily on immigrants for labor. 
Mass deportations could create a very tight labor 
market for construction, meaning that construction 
costs would rise, as would costs for new homes 
and renovations. 

Our guess: overall, Trump will be good for real 
estate in general and the Hamptons in particular, 
at least in the short term. Our hope is that all these 
legal rollbacks don’t result in a repeat of the disaster 
of 2008. Gi. 
think?
